NAME 

This organization shall be known as_ the 
Ohio Library Association; a Chapter of the 
American Library Association,

OBJECT 

Its object shall be to encourage the de- 
velopment, maintenance and = extension oj 
library facilities and services throughout the 
state, to promote fraternal relations among 
library workers and to cooperate with the 
American Library Association in advancing 
the interests of the library profession.

MEMBERSHIP 

(a) Active. Any person who is or has been 
officially connected with any library of the 
state may, upon payment of annual dues, be 
entitled to active membership in the Associa- 
tion, with a right to vote. 

(b) Life. Any active membership may be 
made a life membership, exempt from annual 
dues, upon payment of life membership fee. 

(c) Associate. Any person actively inter- 
ested in educational or social work. or in 
library work outside of the state. may become 
an associate member by paying annual dues 
but shall not be entitled to vote. 

(d) Library and Club. Any library. club 
or other educational association in the stste 
may become a member by payment of annual 
dues and be entitled to send a delegate with 
full powers of active membership.

In the light of this danger, it is encouraging 
to read a clear and reasoned discussion of 
literature and censorship made recently by 
Father John Courtney Murray, S. J. Father 
Murray's paper, “Literature and Censorship,” 
was read on the occasion of the presentation 
of the Thomas More Assocation medal. 

A distinguished editor and Catholic thinker, 
Father Murray recognizes that America is a 
pluralist society and that, statistically, all 
religious groups are minorities. He under- 
stands and. values the importance of freedom 
and creativity. And he lays down four rules 
which all religious groups might do well to 


support: 


1) Each minority group has the right to 
censor its own members by the means it 
chooses; 2) no minority group has the right 
to demand that the government impose a 
general censorship on materials and books 
considered to be harmful according to its 
special standards: 3) any minority group has 
the right to work for the elevation of public 
moral standards with methods of persuasion 
and pacific argument; 4) no religious minor- 
ity group has the right to impose its own 
moral creed on others by means of force.

They are sound principles. Let us hope they 


will prevail.

PERS 


I am concerned about several PERS matters and feel too that our membership should know 


about current legislation changes in their retirement system, these changes effective probably 
October 1, 1957. 


First a word about the matter of age falsification. The Retirement Board has had recurring 
cases of this. It is not true that only women prevaricate about their age; men do too, and it is 
unfortunate when it is connected with retirement under the Public Employees Retirement System. 

Proof of date of birth is essential at retirement. The PERS Board policy, based on Section 
145.57 of the Revised Code, provides that when a member misrepresents his or her age and has 
not corrected the misrepresentation prior to reaching age 70—and as a result has remained in 
service beyond this age—such member, at the time he applies for retirement, shall have all 
contributions subsequent to June 30 following his 70th birthday refunded as unauthorized. This 
member is then retired under the law in effect at the time he was legally 70. 

To avoid this penalty it is essential that the member correct any falsification of age with 
the PERS office prior to his 70th birthday. 

There have been many instances of misunderstanding arising from part-time service. Changes 
made by this legislation provide that five or more calendar years of contributing service will 
qualify a member for retirement. However, service credit for determining allowance is still based 
on full time equivalent for all part-time work. 

Other legislative changes: 

Service requirements for disability retirement have been reduced from 10 to 5 years. 

Persons who went on disability or superannuation retirement prior to June 29, 1955, will 
receive a cost of living increase based on date of retirement but reduced by any legislative 


increase received since that time. This does not affect those persons receiving survivor benefits, 
but it does increase the allowance for those who are receiving a benefit under one of the options.
